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HOUSING. 


During  the  year  a Housing  Act  came  into  force  on  tho 
16th  July,  1964,  whereby  it  is  possible  for  a Housing 
Authority  to  declare  Improvement  Areas  whereby  tho  Standard 
Amenities  such  as  a bath,  hot  water,  wash-hand  basin, 
sanitary  accommodation  etc.  can  be  installed  In  houses  where 
the  properties  can  be  considered  as  fit  for  these  amenities 
to  be  installed.  Also  there  is  provision  for  the  installation 
of  a reduced  standard,  which  consists  of  hot  and  cold  water 
supply  at  a sink,  a water  closet  and  satisfactory  facilities 
for  storing  food. 


Apart  from- Council-  houses  therejare  no  owners  of  a 
considerable  number  of  properties,  therefore,  in  dealing  with 
any  areas  as  Improvement  Areas,  considerable  time  and  work 
will  have  to  be  spent  if  areas  are  declared  Improvement  Areas, 

There  is’ also' provision  under  the  Act  for  a tenant  of 
any  house  outside  an  Improvement  Area  to  make  application  to 
the  Council  for  the  provision  of  these  amenities. 

This  procedure  may  take  some  considerable  time,  "but  if 
adopted  will  bring  houses  up  to  the  standard  of  the  amenities 
provided  in  Council  Houses.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES . 


The  total  notifications  of  infectious  diseases 
received  during  the  year  were  69  cases  which  includes 
4 cases  of  food  poisoning  in  the  same  family. 

The  usual  disinfectants  were  supplied,  where 
necessary,  to  the  homes  of  the  patients  for  the  further 
prevention  of  the  spread  of  infection. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  Bed.was  and  Machen  Council  is  a constituent 
member  of  the  Rhymncy  Valley  Water  Board  and  with  tho 
exception  of  a few  premises,  such  as  farms  in  the  out<=> 
lying  areas,  all  dwellings  receive  a satisfactory  and 
ample  water  supply,  from  the  public  main. 

Number  of  samples  taken  from  the  public  supplies 
was  14  and  all  wore  satisfactory. 

DRAINS  AND  SEWERS . 

Surface  water  drains  are  discharged  into  the  River 
Rhymney  which  river,  is  the  boundary  of  tho  Western 
side  of  the  district. 
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No  gross  pollution  of  the  rivor  is  caused  by  any 
effluent  of  industry  from  the  Bedwas  and  Machen  area. 

Soil  drains  and  sewers  are  discharged  into  the  main 
trunk  sewer  controlled  hy  the  Rhymney  Valley  Sewerage 
Board  of  which  the  Bedwas  and  Machen  Urban  District  Council 
is  a constituent  member. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

Daily  recordings  of  smoke  pollution  have  been  taken 
and  the  results  have  been  submitted  to  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  at  the  end  of  every  month* 

The  number  ‘of  stations  in  this  area  is  two,  one  at 
Bedwas  School  Canteen  and  one  at  Tynyworn  Schools,  Trethomas . 

Each  station  has  been  visited  daily,  and  apart  from 
electrical  breakdowns,  smoke  stains  have  been  collected  and 
dispatched  for  reading  by  ref lectometor  to  the  County  Council. 

I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  County.  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  carrying  out  the  readings  of  the  smoko  stains 
submitted  to  him. 

The  Council  is  also  a participant  in  the  County  Radio 
Active  Fall-out  Supervision  Scheme  whereby  samples  of  air, 
drinking  water,  rainwater,  sewagp  effluent  and  bulked  milk 
supplies,  are  regularly  taken  and  submitted  for  analysis  to 
ascertain  their  radio  activity. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

As  reported  in  my  last  Annual  Report  the  system  of 
refuse  collection  and  disposal  remains  the  same. 

During  the  year  a number  of  somplaints  have  been 
received,  from  the  residents  of  the  Graig=y°Rhacca  Housing 
site  with  regard  to  rats  which  may  have  been  coming  from 
the  Fountain  Bridge  Tip,  especially  as  they  are  being 
disturbed  by  the  road  widening  and  bridge  building  operation 
adjacent  to  the  tip. 

Constant  supervision  by  the  rodent  operator  is  being 
maintained.,  but  I would  personally  like  to  see  that  our  refuse 
disposal  site  was  a very  considerable  distance  from  any 
residential  area  and  would  recommend  the  exploration  into 
the  question  of  new  refuse  tipping  sites  .

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MEAT  INSPECTION. 

There  are  three  privately  owned  slaughtering 
establishment  in  the  district. 

In  the  largest  slaughterhouse  your  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector  is  employed  full  time  on  meat  inspection 
and  in  the  remaining  two  smaller  premises,  the  meat 
inspection  is  carried  out  by  myself. 

As  there  is  no  Regulation  whereby  the  times  and  days 
of  slaughtering  are  controlled  by  the  local  authority  the 
inspection  of  the  carcases  are  carried  out  on  Sundays  and 
on  many  occasions  after  office  times  during  the  week  in 
order  to  ensure  a one  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection. 

During'  the  year  we  have  been  able  to  obtain 
inspectors  from  the  neighbouring  local  authorities  during 
the  period  when  your  regular  meat  inspector  has  been  unable 
to  carry  out  his  meat  inspection  duties  either  through 
holidays  or  sickness  periods,  and  thus  ensuring  a true 
hundred  per 'cent  meat  inspection.
